It was alleged that freight alone , 
on some materials now costs more , 
than the value of the material and in 
some instances is greater now than 
the combined cost of the material' 
and freight amounted to a few , 
years past. 

The Highway Commission and the 
contractors' representatives pointed^ 
out that the high cost of road, while 
40 per cent lower than 1920 prices. 
! is due almost entirely to market 
| prices of materials and freiirht. the 
wages of common labor bejng prac- 
tically redneed to pre-war rates. 

The Railroad Commission ex- j 
. plained the limitations fixed by law 1 
on ith regulatory powers and in the 
' discussion it was brought out that a 
bill (senate hill 66) is pending in 
the legislature which would give the 
Railroad Commission enlarged pow- 
jers in the supervision of rates.

Her 
bert Hoover, testifying before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission on 
the need of upbuilding America's 
railroad facilities, «md in pnrt : 

It seems to me vital thnt the rail- 
ways ss our grea test industy should 
propose a courageous program of 
brond visioned betterments and if 
nece^sar y the government should 
consider jiving the use of it* super- 
ior eredit. It would not cost the 
taxpayer a cent to give the gnvern- 
nient gnnrnntee to equipment trusts 
upon the primary responsibility of 
the railways, the proceeds to be de- 
voted entirely to improvements and 
equipment. 

This is no proposal to take money 
from thp taxpayer. It is a proposal 
to save him from paying treble the 
;mii>iint of his gunrantee in profit- 
eering and losses. 

Tt will render a reduction of rates 
earlier, for unless something is done 
the improvements will have to be 
paid over years out of increased 
rates. Nor would we lose a cent 
upon the guarantee, for if Ameri- 
can railwnys can not earn interest 
npon their borrowings let ns throw 
up our hands and prepare for a sec- 
ond Russia. 

A renl program of construction 
would in its various ramifications 
give relief to five or six thousand 
of our unemployed. It would enable 
even added numbers to increase 
their standard of living, and thus 
give increased market to the produce 
of our farmers. Our farmers who 
look to foreign markets fur their

MAILS NOW AUTHORIZED 

FOR PLANT IMPORTATION 

Decision to allow the use of the 
mails in the importation of plants 
and seeds under special permits, 
Regulation 14, Quarantine 37, has 
been reached by the Federal Horti- 
cultural Board of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. Here- 
tofore importations of plants for 
propagation, except field, vegetable, 
and flower seeds, and importations 
made by the department, were per- 
mitted only by express or freight. 

Importations made under special 
permit necessarily are addressed to 
the board either at Washington, D. 
C„ or at the Ferry Building, San 
Francisco, Cal., and pass through 
the inspection otfices of the board at 
these points, where they are inspect- 
ed and safeguarded bv the agents 
of the board. In view of thia, it was 



of this, it 



believed to be safe and desirable to 
extend the privilege of importation 
through the mails to such ship- 
ments. 

Permission for using the mails in 
this way will hereafter be authoriz- 
ed on request, when warranted oy 
the nature and amount of the pro- 
poned shipment. The importer will 
be obliged to provide merely for 
customs clearance either in Wash- 
ington or San Francisco, in addi- 
tion to obtaining the permission of 
the board. 

As heretofore, the use of the 
mails is not authorized for the com- 
mercial or other importation under 
nrdinury permits of plants and seed** 
provided for in Regulations 3 and 
15 of the quarantine.

Business has laid aside its liner 
raiment and is now wearing its old, 
plain, everyday working clothes, 
which are more serviceable and just 
about as comfortable. 

Quite frequently in the past we 
have stated that business is gradu- 
ally regaining its health, and that 
improvement is steady, though slow.

The eye of the alert public is dis- 
covering those industries that have 
been adjusted to meet present con- 
ditions, and. as this same kind of 
feeling is developed in respect to 
all business, the time of the read- 
justment period will he shortened. 

Foreign trade as a safety valve 
for production is absolutely essen- 
tial for future prosperity, and with- 
out minimizing the importance of 
foreign trade as affecting the indus- 
trial and financial well-being in this 
country, there are plenty of oppor- 
tunities for business and finance in 
caring for the needa of the 110,000,- 
00<) people in this country. Instead, 
therefore, of assuming that the de- 
velopment* here must wait for de- 
velopments elsewhere, business men 
are finding a response, however fee- 
ble, to their efforts toward reviving 
domestic trade.
